Upon Advice that the Raf- 
ans were 2 great Preparations at Sea, the Se- 
nate refolved to fit out a Squadron, and to get #ea- 
4 the Flotilla, uſed formerly to guard the Ente 
the Harbour of Stockholm, commonly calle 
the Scherea, to ferve again for that End.- Baron 
Lilienſtet has deferred his Journey to Aland, ex- 
pecting a Paſſport from the Czar. It ivfaid his 
riſn Majeſty bas declared to the 8wediſh Court, 
that in Regard of the perfonal Eſteem and ſincere 
Intention he bote towards the late King of Sweden, 
and tofhew how agreeable the Notification of the 
Queen’s Acceffion to the Crown bas been to him, 
he will abate of his former Pretenfions, M. Baſſe- 
witz, late Envoy to the Ruffian Court, anda trong 
Oppoſer of Baton Gortz, has been made Privy- 
Councellour to the Duke of Holftein, who prepares 
to leave Sweden. It is advifed from Poland, that 
a Body of 4000 Poles is aſſembling néar Dantzick, 
who are to enterthe Suburbs ard Territories of that 
City, by way of military Execution, on Account of 
certain Pretenſions of the General of the Crown. 
We learn from Mecklenburg, that the Governour 
of Domitz having received an Anfwer to the Letter 
he had fent to the Duke his Mafter by General Bu- 
lau’s Permiffion,to know whether he fhould defend 
that Place againft the Circular Forces, he called the 
Officers togethér to communicate to thera dis Or. 
ders; upon which they went away, and told their 
Soldiers, that every one was at Liberty to go 
where vir he pleafed ; ſo that the Duteby of Meck- 
lenburg is now intitely in the Poſſeſſion of the Cir.
